In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 36 
of the Goa , Daman and Diu Sales Tax Act, 1964 
and all other powers enabling it in that behalf the 
Government hereby makes the following amendment 
to the Goa , Daman and Diu Sales Tax Rules , 1964 
the same having been previously published as requi 
red by the said section . 


In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 3 (2 ) 
of the Goa , Daman and Diu (Laws ) Regulation , 1962 
and (Laws ) No. 2 Regulation , 1963, the Lieutenant 
Governor is pleased to appoint the 1st day of 
December , 1965 as the day on which the provisions 
of the following Acts as modified in the said Regu 
lations shall come into force in the Union Territory 
of Goa , Daman and Diu . 

1. The Indian Contract Act , 1872 
2. The Sale of Goods Act, 1930 
3. The Negotiable Instrument Act , 1881 
4. The Notaries Act , 1952 . 


1. These rules be called « the Goa , Daman and Diu 
Sales Tax ( Second Amendment ) Rules , 1965 » . 


2. For Rule 15 (6 ) of the said rules the following 
shall be substituted . 

« In calculating the taxable turnover , a registered 
dealer , besides other deductions referred to in the 
Act and these rules , may also deduct from his gross 
turnover the amount in respect of sales other than 
liquor and other alchoolic beverages of Canteen Sto 
res which are shown to the satisfaction of the Asses
